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The  Agricultural  Outlook,  1928 

Some  improvement  in  agriculture  is  expected  for  1928  if 
farmers  avoid  expansion  of  production  and  continue  their 
efforts  to  balance  production  with  demand.  A  summary  of  the 
recommendations  on  leading  crops  and  livestock  follows: 

Domestic  demand. — The  agricultural  industry  as  a  whole 
may  anticipate  a  domestic  market  situation  for  the  1928 
production  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  present  winter,  with 
the  possibility  of  some  improvement. 

Foreign  competition  and  demand. — Foreign  demand  for  the 
agricultural  products  of  1928  probably  will  be  no  better  than 
it  was  for  those  of  1927.  The  purchasing  power  of  foreign 
consumers  seems  likely  to  be  no  greater  than  during  the  present 
season  and  foreign  competition  is  likely  to  be  greater. 

Agricultural  credit. — The  agricultural  credit  situation  in  most 
sections  of  the  country  is  somewhat  improved  over  that  of  a 
3~ear  ago.  The  credit  supply  in  financial  centers  continues 
abundant  and  rates  on  commercial  loans  and  investments 
have  shown  further  decline. 

Farm  labor  and  equipment. — Farm  labor  will  probably  be 
available  in  a  slightly  larger  supply  at  least  during  the  first 
half  of  1928.  Farm  wages  and  the  prices  of  farm  machinery 
are  not  likely  to  change  and  building  materials  when  purchased 
in  quantities  probably  will  be  lower  than  last  year. 

Cotton. — When  American  cotton  growers  begin  to  market  the 
1928  crop,  it  is  probable  that  they  will  meet  the  relatively  favor- 
able condition  of  a  smaller  carry-over  than  last  year,  and  a  demand 
situation  about  the  same  as  for  the  1927  crop.  The  danger  of 
damage  from  boll  weevil  still  exists  in  spite  of  the  extremely 
low  temperatures  in  January  and  still  looms  as  a  material  factor 
in  determining  yield  per  acre.  Cotton  growers  have  in  their 
own  control  the  determination  of  acreage  and  to  the  extent  to 
which  they  increase  their  acreage  over  that  planted  in  1927  they 
will  tend  to  reduce  the  total  return  from  the  1928  crop. 

Wheat. — The  world  wheat  crop  will  probably  again  be  large  if 
average  or  better  than  average  yields  are  secured.  Unless  there 
is  heavy  winter  killiug  in  hard  winter  wheat  areas  any  material 
increase  in  the  acreage  of  hard  red  spring  wheat  in  the  United 
States  will  further  tend  to  increase  the  world  supply  for  market 
next  fall  and  winter,  and  probably  reduce  returns  to  growers  as 
compared  to  1926  or  1927.  The  outlook  for  durum  wheat  is 
quite  uncertain,  but  increased  competition  is  in  prospect. 

Rye. — Although  the  present  prospects  are  for  some  increase 
in  the  world's  rye  acreage  next  year,  as  all  countries  reporting 
to  date  show  some  increase  in  acreage  seeded  for  harvest  in 
1928,  the  present  situation  is  not  likely  to  be  materially  changed 
in  1928  unless  high  yields  are  realized  in  Europe. 

Flax  acreage  can  be  expanded  profitably  to  replace  other 
spring  grains  grown  in  the  same  area. 

Rice  acreage,  though  reduced  last  year,  produced  a  large  crop 
and  further  reduction  in  acreage  seems  advisable. 

Oats  are  likely  to  meet  a  less  favorable  market  in  the  next 
crop  year  since  present  prices  are  largely  due  to  below-average 
yields  for  two  years. 

Barley  is  unlikely  to  bring  as  high  prices  in  1928  as  in  1927 
when  there  was  a  shortage  of  feed  grains  in  Europe. 

Corn  acreage  for  the  entire  country  in  1928  will  probably  show 
little  change  from  last  year  if  normal  weather  prevails  at  planting- 
time.  With  average  yields  a  1928  crop  about  equal  to  1927  may 
be  expected  and  with  a  more  normal  geographic  distribution  of  the 
crop  prices  are  more  likely  to  approach  the  average  for  the  1926 
crop  than  those  which  have  prevailed  to  date  for  the  1927  crop. 

Beef  cattle  for  slaughter  and  as  stockers  and  feeders  seem 
reasonably  certain  to  meet  a  market  in  1928  that  will  averagy 
higher  than  in  1927,  although  the  peak  prices  of  that  year  may 
not  be  equalled.  Market  supplies  of  cattle  in  1928  will  probable 
be  6%  to  10%  smaller  than  in  1927. 

Hog  prices  seem  likely  to  show  some  strengthening,  but  no  very 
material  change  beyond  the  usual  seasonal  fluctuations  until 
next  fall  and  winter,  when  market  supplies  will  probably  be 
affected  by  the  curtailed  production  resulting  from  the  present 
unsatisfactory  price  situation.  Some  improvement  in  domestic 
demand  for  pork  is  anticipated,  but  export  demand  during  the 
greater  part  of  1928  promises  to  be  even  lower  than  in  1927. 

Dairy  products. — The  dairy  industry  appears  to  be  in  fully 
as  strong  a  position  as  a  year  ago,  with  indications  of  only 
moderate  expansion  in  production.  Domestic  demand  is  likely 
to  be  maintained  during  the  coming  year,  and  consumption  is 
likely  to  continue  to  increase  faster  than  production,  so  that 
the  increasing  foreign  supplies  will  be  further  drawn  upon  to 
supplement  domestic  production.  This  seems  a  very  desirable 
time  for  saving  the  better  dairy  calves  so  as  to  permit  culling 
the  herds  closely  before  a  material  decline  from  the  present 
high  slaughter  value  of  the  old  cows  occurs. 


Sheep  and  wool. — With  wool  stocks  in  this  country  lighl 
and  with  a  strong  foreign  market,  the  outlook  for  wool  growers 
appears  favorable.  Sheep  numbers  continue  to  increase,  and 
prospects  indicate  a  lamb  crop  for  1928  somewhat  larger  than  a 
year  ago.  Demand  for  lamb  is  not  likely  to  improve  sufficiently 
to  offset  the  prospective  increase  in  production. 

Mohair. — Mohair  producers  have  an  immediate  outlook 
much  better  than  last  year,  but  looking  further  ahead  they 
should  be  careful  not  to  expand  production  more  rapidlv  than 
domestic  requirements. 

Horses  and  mules. — Numbers  of  horse  and  mule  colts 
indicate  further  decreases  in  work  animals  for  several  years  to 
come.  Eventually,  this  reduction  will  reach  a  point  where 
scarcity  will  cause  prices  to  rise  to  higher  levels.  Increased 
breeding  of  work  animals  is  advisable  as  a  side  line  in  areas  of 
cheap  pasture,  east  of  the  Rocker  Mountains. 

Poultry  and  eggs. — Poultry  producers  have  favorable  pros- 
pects of  a  higher  level  of  prices  for  both  dressed  and  live  poultry 
at  least  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  because  of  lighter  sup*- 
plies  in  storage  and  prospective  favorable  demand.  The  low 
storage  holdings  of  eggs  and  the  favorable  outcome  of  the  1927 
storage  season  with  the  number  of  layers  practically  unchanged 
should  result  in  higher  egg  prices  during  the  coming  year. 

Feed  Grains  and  Livestock. — Present  acreages  of  feed  crops 
and  hay  exceed  the  needs  of  present  aggregate  livestock  num- 
bers. Adjustment  of  this  unbalanced  situation  should  be  in  the 
direction  of  fewer  acres  of  feed  crops  rather  than  more  livestock. 

Hay  and  Pasture. — The  continued  decrease  in  the  number  of 
hay-consuming  animals,  coupled  with  the  unusually  large  carry 
over  in  sight  from  the  large  1927  crop,  indicates  that,  even 
should  the  1928  crop  be  below  average,  supplies  of  hay  in  1928- 
29  will  probably  exceed  normal  livestock  requirements. 

Feeds. — About  the  same  quantity  of  feed  grains  is  available 
for  the  rest  of  the  season  as  a  year  ago;  stocks  of  legume  and 
other  hays  are  unusually  large,  but  there  is  a  slightly  smaller 
supply  of  by-product  feeds.  Prices  of  by-product  feeds  and 
feed  grains  therefore  probably  will  continue  higher  than  a  year 
ago  but  hay  prices  much  lower. 

Potato  growers  in  all  the  Northeastern  and  North  Central 
States  appear  to  be  planning  substantial  increases  in  their 
acreages.  If  these  intentions  are  carried  out  and  western 
growers  do  not  decrease  their  acreages  more  than  they  now 
plan  there  is  little  probability  of  returns  from  potatoes  equal  to 
those  secured  during  the  last  three  years. 

Sweet  potatoes. — Overproduction  of  sweet  potatoes  occurred 
in  1927  because  of  continued  heavy  planting  in  the  eastern 
commercial  region  accompanied  by  a  widespread  shift  from 
cotton  to  sweet  potatoes  in  the  South.  A  substantial  reduction 
in  acreage  is  needed  and  such  a  readjustment  may  be  expected  to 
result  from  the  much  lower  price  received  for  the  1927  sweet 
potato  crop  and  from  the  higher  prices  of  alternative  crops. 

Cabbage  acreage  should  be  moderately  reduced  to  restore  the 
price  to  a  better  level.  There  is  no  justification  for  continuing 
the  present  upward  trend  in  acreage. 

Onion  acreage  in  late  or  main-crop  States,  if  reduced  10% 
below  the  1927  acreage,  would,  with  average  yields,  result  in 
a  crop  about  the  same  size  as  that  produced  in  1925  and  would 
likely  restore  the  more  favorable  price  level  of  that  season. 
In  the  intermediate  shipping  States  growers  would  hardly  be 
justified  in  increasing  their  acreage  above  that  planted  in  1927. 

Beans. — The  bean  crop  of  1927  is  apparently  fully  equal  to 
domestic  demands  and  the  same  acreage  with  an  average  yield 
would  give  a  larger  crop.  An  increased  acreage  would  probably 
result  in  further  reduction  in  prices. 

Fruits. — Fruit  production  has  reached  a  point  where  it  is 
difficult  to  market  these  crops  at  satisfactory  prices  in  years 
when  weather  conditions  are  favorable  for  good  yields.  In 
view  of  the  very  heavy  losses  experienced  when  an  excessive 
acreage  of  fruit  trees  is  planted  it  is  hoped  that  future  plantings 
will  be  influenced  more  by  the  long  time  prospects  for  the 
fruits  in  question  and  less  by  temporary  conditions. 

Citrus  Fruits. — The  citrus  fruit  outlook  indicates  as  did 
those  of  1926  and  1927  a  future  prospect  for  a  marked  increase 
in  the  bearing  acreage  of  grapefruit  and  oranges  and  a  very 
large  increase  in  their  production  in  years  when  favorable 
growing  weather  prevails.  In  general  the  outlook  is  unfavorable 
for  additional  plantings. 

Apple  production  by  commercial  orchards  for  the  country 
as  a  whole  will  continue  to  gradually  increase  during  the  next 
5  or  10  years.  There  is  nothing  in  the  apple  outlook  to  unduly 
discourage  commercial  growers  who  are  favorably  located  and 
who  produce  high  quality  fruit  at  a  low  cost. 

Peach  growers  under  normal  weather  conditions  may  expect 
heavy  production  and  difficult  marketing  conditions  during  the 
next  few  years.     The  potential  bearing  capacity  of  orchards 
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in  the  southern  area  is  so  great  that  a  considerable  reduction 
in  number  of  the  older  unprofitable  trees  would  result  in  a 
higher  farm  value  for  the  crop. 

Grape  production  is  likely  to  continue  heavy  for  several  years. 
Early  relief  for  recent  unsatisfactory  marketing  conditions  is 
likely  to  be  accomplished  in  California  only  by  an  immediate 
appreciable  reduction  in  acreage.  In  eastern  and  mid-western 
areas  increases  in  acreages  do  not  seem  justified. 

Strawberry  growers  face  a  market  outlook  slightly  less 
favorable  than  that  of  a  year  ago.  With  average  yields,  the 
crop  this  year  will  be  one  of  the  largest  on  record. 

Cantaloupe  acreage  needs  to  be  sharply  reduced  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  of  California  and  other  early  areas  if  last 
year's  disastrously  low  prices  are  to  be  avoided.  Maintenance 
of  1927  acreage  in  intermediate  shipping  States  and  slight 
decreases  in  late  shipping  States  seem  advisable. 

Watermelon  prices  during  the  past  few  years  indicate  that 
the  acreage  planted  last  year  in  early  producing  States  should 
be  slightly  reduced  and  that  in  late  States  only  slight  increases 
appear  advisable. 

Peanut  growers  in  the  Virginia-North  Carolina  section  should 
not  allow  present  prices  to  cause  them  to  ove'rplant  Virginia 
type  nuts.  A  maintenance  this  year  of  the  1927  acreage  of 
Spanish  and  Runner  types  of  peanuts  in  the  South  can  be 
expected  to  result  in  prices  reasonably  satisfactory  for  the  grower. 

Clover  and  Alfalfa  Seed. — The  outlook  for  profitable  market- 
ing of  alfalfa  seed  from  the  Northern  and  Northwestern  States 
and  of  red  clover  seed  should  Continue  relatively  favorable. 
For  alfalfa  seed  from  the  Southwestern  States  and  for  sweet 
clover  seed  the  outlook  is  not  promising  for  growers. 

Tobacco. — The  dominating  influences  in  the  general  tobacco 
situation  are  the  steady  increases  in  consumption  of  cigarettes 
at  home  and  abroad,  heavy  production  and  increasing  stocks 
of  flue  cured  types,  and  decreased  stocks  in  most  other  types 
of  tobacco.  The  outlook  for  flue  cured,  if  acreage  is  increased, 
is  decidedly  unfavorable.  For  Burley,  One  Sucker,  Maryland, 
and  most  cigar  types  the  outlook  is  favorable  if  excessive 
acreages  are  avoided.  The  outlook  for  dark  fired  types  does 
not  justify  material  changes  in  acreage. 

Sugar.— Present,  prospects  for  sugar  point  to  a  continuation 
of  large  world  production  with  prices  at  approximately  the 
present  level  through  another  season.  Where  present  prices 
are  profitable  acreage  may  be  maintained  or  increased.

Livestock  on  Farms,  January  1,  1928 

Increased  numbers  of  hogs  and  sheep,  and  decreased  num- 
bers of  cattle,  horses,  and  mules,  on  January  1,  1928,  compared 
to  a  year  ago,  are  shown  by  the  annual  estimate  of  livestock 
numbers  on  farms  issued  by  the  department. 

These  increases  and  decreases  were  shown  by  nearly  all 
sections  of  the  country,  but  in  varying  degrees.  Both  the 
numbers  of  milk  cows  and  of  yearling  heifers  being  kept  for 
milk  cows  showed  small  increases  compared  to  a  year  ago. 
Combining  all  livestock  numbers  in  units  which  allow  for 
differences  in  size  and  feed  requirements  of  the  several  species 
it  appears  that  the  decreases  in  cattle,  horses,  and  mules  ap- 
proximately offset  the  increases  in  sheep  and  hogs. 

The  total  value  of  all  livestock  on  Januarv  1,  1928,  was 
$5,596,922,000  compared  to  $5,078,418,000  on  January  1,  1927. 
The  1928  valuation  is  the  highest  since  1921.  The  increased 
value  this  year,  amounting  to  10.2%,  was  due  principally  to  I 
the  marked  increase  in  the  value  per  head  of  cattle  which  much  i 
more  than  offset  the  decrease  in  cattle  numbers  and  also 
offset  the  decrease  in  total  hog  values,  which  resulted  from  the 
marked  decrease  in  the  value  per  head. 

A  summary  of  the  report,  by  species,  shows  the  following: 

Horses  continued  to  decrease  and  the  numbers  on  farms  are 
now  at  the  lowest  point  in  over  40  vears.  The  number  on 
January  1,  1928,  was  14,541,000  head  compared  to  15,145.000 
head  a  year  ago.  Reports  on  colts  born  in  1927  do  not  indicate 
any  tendency  to  increase  horse  production,  and  numbers  will 
continue  to  decline  for  some  years  yet.  The  value  per  head 
Januarv  1,  1928,  was  $67.07,  compared  to  $64.13,  January  1, 
1927,  and  $65.50,  January  1,  1926.  The  total  value  of  all 
horses  and  colts  during  1927  increased  5%. 

Mules. — Mule  numbers  on  Januarv  1,  1928,  at  5,566,000 
head,  decreased  113,000  head  from  January  1,  1927.  The 
average  value  per  head  on  Januarv  1,  1928,  was  $79.60  com- 
pared to  $74.49,  January  1,  1927,  and  $81.50,  January  1,  1926. 
Mule  numbers,  which  have  held  fairly  constant  for  several 
3rears,  now  appear  to  have  turned  definitely  downward. 

All  cattle. — The  number  of  all  cattle,  including  milk  cows, 
on  January  1,  1928,  was  55,696,000  head,  compared  to  56,872,000

head  January  1,  1927,  a  decrease  of  2.1%.  The  value  per  head 
this  year  was  $54.12  compared  to  $42.36  a  year  ago,  and  $38.70 
two  vears  ago.  This  marked  advance  in  the  value  per  head 
brought  total  value  of  cattle  January  1,  1928,  to  $3,014,086,000 
compared  to  $2,409,077,000  on  January  1,  1927,  in  spite  of  the 
decrease  in  numbers.  Cattle  numbers  are  now  the  lowest  in 
15  years  and  are  probably  near  the  low  point  that  will  be 
reached  in  the  downward  movement  in  numbers  that  began 
about  1919. 

Milk  Stock. — Cows  and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over  kept 
for  milk  showed  a  small  increase  during  1927,  the  number 
January  1,  1928,  being  21,948,000,  compared  to  21,818,000, 
an  increase  of  0.6%.  The  average  value  per  head  January  1, 
1928,  was  $77.43,  compared  to  $62.43  January  1,  1927,  and 
$57.34  January  1,  1926.  The  number  of  heifers  one  to  two 
years  of  age  being  kept  for  milk  cows  showed  some  tendency 
to  increase  during  1927  ,  the  number  January  1,  1928,  being 
4,175,000  head  compared  to  4,048,000  head  January  1,  1927. 

Hogs. — The  number  of  hogs  on  farms  increased  materially 
during  1927  and  the  number  on  January  1,  1928,  was  58,969,000 
head  compared  to  54,408,000  head  on  January  1,  1927,  an 
increase  of  8.4%  All  sections  of  the  countrv  showed  decided 
increases.  The  total  value  Januarv  1,  1928, 'was  $709,217,000 
compared  to  $868,842,000  January  1,  1927,  the  value  per  head 
being  only  $12.03  this  3-ear  compared  to  $15.97  a  year  ago  and 
$15.21  two  years  ago.

Western  Livestock  and  Range  Report,  February  1 

Livestock  and  ranges  in  the  17  Western  States  were  generally 
in  good  condition  and  stock  are  wintering  well  with  light  losses, 
according  to  the  monthly  livestock  and  range  report. 

Range  feed  conditions  are  generally  good  in  the  Western 
States  with  some  covering  of  snow  in  the  Northern  States  and 
higher  areas.  Ranges  have  been  dry  in  Texas  and  New  Mexico 
and  rain  is  needed  for  spring  grass.  The  supply  of  wheat 
pasture  is  short  in  Oklahoma  and  Kansas.  Rains  and  snow 
improved  the  desert  ranges  in  Idaho,  Utah  and  Nevada  and 
gave  the  spring  feed  a  new  start  in  California.  Range  feed  is 
short  on  the  desert  sheep  ranges  of  southern  Wyoming,  and  in 
spots  in  western  Utah  and  eastern  Nevada.  The  condition 
of  ranges  is  89%  of  normal  compared  with  90%  last  month, 
86%  a  year  ago  and  the  five-year  average  of  84.5%. 

Hay  and  other  feeds  are  generally  plentiful  but  considerable 
feeding  has  been  necessary  where  snow  covered  the  ranges. 
Dry  ranges  in  Texas  caused  the  feeding  of  considerable  breeding 
stock.

Cattle  on  the  ranges  and  on  hay  feed  did  well  during  January, 
with  only  a  seasonal  shrink  in  flesh,  and  are  in  better  condition 
at  this  season  than  for  the  past  two  years.  Losses  have  been 
lighter  than  usual  and  prospects  are  that  cattle  will  go  through 
the  winter  in  good  shape,  barring  later  storms  and  bad  weather. 
Cattle  on  feed  for  market  have  done  well.  A  strong  demand 
has  developed  in  the  Southwest  for  cattle  for  spring  delivery  at 
attractive  prices.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  very  decided 
tendency  to  restock  in  areas  short  of  cattle  as  prices  for  stock 
cattle  are  too  high.  The  condition  of  cattle  is  89%  of  normal 
compared  with  91%  last  month,  88%  a  year  ago  and  the  five- 
year  average  of  88.0%. 

Sheep:  January  weather  conditions  were  generally  favorable 
to  sheep  on  the  range  with  only  a  seasonal  decline  in  condition. 
Feeding  was  necessary  in  a  few  places  where  ranges  were  covered 
and  feed  was  shipped  in  to  desert  ranges  where  the  range  feed 
is  short.  Sheep  are  generally  in  very  good  flesh  and  losses  have 
been  light.  The  early  lambing  in  Arizona  and  California  was 
very  favorable,  with  good  prospects  for  shed  lambing  in  Idaho. 
Lambs  in  the  feed  lots  made  good  gains.

Virginia  Type  Peanut  Crop  Smaller  than  Expected 

Total  production  of  peanuts  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
is  now  estimated  bv  the  United  States  Crop  Reporting  Board 
at  about  274,000,000  pounds  as  against  a  crop  of  322,000,000 
pounds  in  1926.  The  estimate  of  the  present  crop  made  in 
December  was  333,000,000  pounds.  The  principal  reasons 
given  for  the  lower  yields  now  reported  by  growers  and  others 
compared  to  estimates  in  December  include  decreased  setting 
of  late  nuts  and  rotting  of  the  stems  of  early  matured  nuts 
owing  to  heavy  fall  rains,  robbing  of  the  crop  from  growth  of 
grass,  and  the  tendency  toward  only  one  setting  of  nuts  instead 
of  two  or  three  as  is  customary.  The  revised  figures  for  the 
two  states  and  the  United  States  are  as  follows:

Disposition   of   1927   Potato  Crop   and   Merchantable 
Stocks  on  January  1,  1928 

The  quantity  of  potatoes  held  by  growers  and  local  dealers  in 
the  35  late-potato  States  on  January  1,  1928,  and  available 
for  sale  after  that  date  is  estimated  "to  have  been  96,625,000 
bushels  compared  with  84,117,000  bushels  last  year,  71,344,000, 
bushels  on  Januarv'l,  1926,  after  the  very  short  crop  of  1925, 
and  119,233,000  bushels  after  the  large  crop  of  1924.  Stocks 
on  January  1  this  year  were  about  6%  below  average  January- 
holdings  during  the  five  years,  1922-1926. 

In  the  19  Northern  States  which  usually  have  a  surplus  of 
late  potatoes  for  shipment,  merchantable  stocks  on  January  1 
are  estimated  to  have  been  85,393,000  bushels  compared  with 
74,287,000  bushels  last  year  and  64,534,000  bushels  on  January 
1,  1926.  January  stocks  were  heavier  than  last  j'ear  chiefly  in 
the  Western  States.  Stocks  in  the  five  States  of  Maine,  New 
York,  Pennsvlvania,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin  combined  are 
estimated  at  38,225,000  bushels  compared  with  46,566,000 
bushels  last  year.  In  the  16  "deficient"  late-potato  States, 
where  the  quantity  of  late  potatoes  grown  is  usually  insufficient 
to  supply  local  needs  during  the  late  winter  months,  stocks  are 
estimated  to  have  been  11,232,000  bushels,  compared  with 
9,830.000  bushels  last  year,  6,810,000  bushels  two  years  ago, 
and  15,333,000  bushels  three  years  ago. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  estimates  of  production 
and  stocks  in  the  various  States  including  revised  estimates  for 
last  year.  The  estimates  for  the  individual  States  are  approxi- 
mate only.

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Up  to  the  first  of  January  losses  from  culls,  decay,  frosts, 
etc.,  were  moderate,  averaging  8.4%  of  the  crop  compared 
with  10.6%  last  year.  Recently,  however,  large  quantities  of 
potatoes  have  been  utilized  for  feeding  in  the  Northwest  so  that 
stocks  have  been  reduced  much  more  than  shipments  would 
indicate.  Some  Idaho  shipping  points  report  growers  receiving 
$4  a  ton  for  No.  2  potatoes.  Reports  from  the  Yakima  Valley 
indicate  some  ungraded  potatoes  selling  in  the  pits  at  $5  per 
ton.  If  such  prices  continue,  it  is  probable  that  large  addi- 
tional quantities  there  will  be  utilized  as  feed  for  livestock. 

According  to  the  reports  which  have  been  received,  the 
growers  reporting  from  the  35  States  intend  to  plant  this  season 
an  acreage  10%  larger  than  they  planted  in  1927,  and  seed 
requirements  have  been  figured  on  tins  basis,  allowance  being 
also  made  for  a  somewhat  heavier  rate  of  seeding  per  acre. 
Plans  regarding  plantings  this  season  are  of  course  subject  to 
change,  and  the  reports  of  the  commercial  growers  may  not 
represent  the  plans  of  all  potato  growers  as  well  as  they  did  last 
year.  It  is  worth  noting,  however,  that  throughout  the  North- 
eastern and  North  Central  States  these  January  reports  indicate 
a  very  general  tendency  toward  an  increased  potato  acreage, 
the  number  of  potato  growers  reporting  an  intention  to  increase 
being  more  than  two  and  a  half  times  the  number  who  are 
planning  a  smaller  potato  acreage  next  season. 

Deducting  from  the  370,278,000  bushels  produced  in  these 
35  States  the  31,260,000  bushels  indicated  as  unfit  for  food  or 
seed  (including  quantities  fed  to  January  1,  sold  for  starch,  or 
lost  from  decay  or  shrinkage),  56,074,000  bushels  indicated  as 
saved  for  food  on  the  farms  where  grown,  and  the  35,47S,000 
bushels  indicated  as  being  saved  for  seed,  there  remained  an 
indicated  balance  of  247,464,000  bushels,  most  of  which  had 
either  been  sold  or  was  on  hand  and  available  for  sale.     This 


represents  an  increase  of  38,875,000  bushels  or  18.6%  over  the 
estimated  quantity  available  for  sale  from  the  1926  crop. 
January  1  stocks,  however,  are  estimated  to  have  been  less  than 
15%  heavier  than  a  year  ago. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  car-lot  shipments  of  potatoes  have 
been  about  15%  heavier  than  during  the  same  period  last  year 
and  a  much  larger  quantity  has  been  used  for  feed.

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Livestock  and  Meat  Situation,  December,  1927 

Decreased  supplies  of  beef  and  increased  supplies  of  pork 
were  the  outstanding  characteristics  of  the  livestock  and  meat 
situation  during  December.  The  combined  production  or 
dressed  weight  of  all  meats  from  federally  inspected  slaughter 
was  about  21,000,000  pounds,  or  2%  less  than  a  year  ago,  and 
the  total  disappearance  of  all  meats  into  consumptive  channels 
was  still  further  reduced  as  a  relatively  larger  proportion  of 
pork  products  went  into  storage  than  a  year  earlier. 

About  126,000  fewer  cattle  were  slaughtered  under  Federal 
inspection  than  in  December  a  year  ago.  This,  combined  with 
a  reduction  of  about  29  pounds  in  average  dressed  weight, 
resulted  in  a  reduction  of  about  86,000,000  pounds,  or  19%  in 
the  quantity  of  beef  produced  during  the  month  as  compared 
with  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Calf  slaughter  showed  a 
decrease  of  8%  and  with  a  lower  average  dressed  weight,  the 
total  quantity  of  veal  produced  was  13%  less  than  a  year  ago. 
For  the  year  as  a  whole  the  inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  de- 
creased over  6%  compared  with  1926,  with  most  of  the  reduc- 
tion occurring  the  second  half  of  the  year  as  the  result  of 
decreased  market  supplies  of  all  cattle,  especially  the  better 
grades  of  fed  cattle.  Cattle  prices  advanced  almost  continu- 
ously during  the  year  and  for  the  year  averaged  the  highest 
since  1920.  The  cost  of  cattle  slaughtered  under  Federal 
inspection  during  the  year  averaged  $8.62,  or  18%  higher  than 
for  1926,  and  for  December  the  average  cost  was  $9.17  against 
$7.14  a  year  ago. 

Inspected  hog  slaughter  for  December  increased  around  11% 
over  a  year  ago,  which  increased  the  total  dressed  weight  of 
commercial  slaughter  by  about  71,000,000  pounds  or  about 
10%.  Hog  slaughter  all  during  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  September  and  October,  exceeded  the  corresponding  month 
a  year  earlier  totaling  for  the  year  about  3,000,000  head  greater 
than  in  1926.  With  increased  market  supplies,  coupled  with 
a  less  favorable  foreign  and  domestic  demand  situation,  hog 
prices  averaged  considerably  below  1926  with  the  average 
cost  for  December  the  lowest  for  the  month  since  1923  and 
over  $3  below  a  year  ago.  Despite  the  lower  prices  in  Decem- 
ber, pork  products  apparently  moved  less  freely  into  consump- 
tion than  a  year  earlier  and  the  proportional  increase  in  storage 
stocks  was  slightly  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 

Inspected  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  December  declined 
about  78,000  head  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  Averaged 
dressed  weight,  however,  was  slightly  heavier,  which  in  part 
balanced  some  of  the  decrease  in  numbers.  The  average  cost 
for  slaughter  advanced  slightly  over  the  preceding  month  and 
was  58  cents  over  the  same  month  a  year  ago.  Market  prices 
of  medium  to  prime  lambs,  84  pounds  and  down,  at  Chicago 
were  $1.26  higher  for  the  month  than  a  year  ago,  indicating 
the  relative  scarcity  of  the  most  desirable  slaughter  lambs. 
Prices  of  good  grade  lamb  carcasses  at  eastern  markets,  how- 
ever, averaged  slightly  below  those  of  a  year  ago  and  for  the 
year  the  average  was  the  same  as  for  1926.

Concentrated  Milk  Markets  Easier 

Condensed  and  evaporated  milk  markets  lost  during  January 
some  of  the  strength  noted  in  recent  months.  The  situation  is 
still  regarded  as  steady  by  some  operators,  but  the  firm  note 
seen  in  December  in  many  quarters  has  largely  disappeared. 
Demand  has  receded  somewhat  and,  although  sales  have  been 
pushed  in  some  instances,  trade  has  been  quiet.  The  recent 
weakness  and  price  declines  in  the  butter  markets  have  been 
reflected  in  some  degree  in  the  canned-milk  industry,  particularly 
in  the  matter  of  sentiment.  Prices  have  apparently  been  only 
slightly  affected,  although  definite  information  on  this  is  not  yet 
available.

Heavy  stocks  continue  to  feature  the  situation.  Amounts  in 
the  hands  of  manufacturers  on  January  1  totaled  173,472,075 
pounds.  These  are  about  75%  greater  than  the  stocks  of  a  year 
earlier,  and  nearly  40%  higher  than  the  five-year  average  for 
January  1.  These  are  no  new  developments,  for  reserve  supplies 
have  been  large  for  the  last  six  months,  but  they  remain  a  potent 
factor  on  the  markets.  The  reduction  during  December  was 
fairty  large,  but  was  little  more  than  normal  for  the  period.

Foreign  Crops  mi  Markets 

Review  of  World  Agriculture 

In  the  bread  grains,  production  figures  received  during  the 
month  ended  February  15  from  Southern  Hemisphere  countries 
indicate  a  very  slight  decrease  in  the  margin  of  the  1927  world 
wheat  crop  over  1926,  and  a  more  substantial  decrease  in  the  rye 
margin.  In  European  feed  grains,  the  1927  corn  crop  has  been 
reduced  further.  Barley  has  improved  its  position  slightly, 
but  oats  have  decliued  somewhat.  The  world  sugar  situation 
has  been  clarified  considerably  by  the  announcement  of  Cuban 
production  intentions.  The  world  pork  markets  continue  to 
receive  heavy  supplies,  with  Danish  exports  reaching  a  new 
high  level  for  January.  Dairy  production  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere  has  passed  its  peak,  but  shipments  continue  to 
exceed  those  of  last  season.  Wool  is  maintaining  its  strong 
position  at  primary  markets. 

Thirteen  countries  report  a  total  winter  wheat  area  of 
121,110,000  acres  for  harvest  in  1928,  an  increase  of  4%  over 
last  year,  when  those  countries  represented  about  50%  of  the 
estimated  world  total  wheat  acreage,  excluding  Russia  and 
China.  The  winter  rye  area  for  1928  in  eight  countries  stands 
at  12,052,000  acres,  exceeding  that  of  1927  by  3.4%. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  sugar  situation  for  the  month 
is  the  announcement  that  Cuban  sugar  production  for  1928 
will  be  limited  to  4,480,000  short  tons,  of  which  3,360,000  short 
tons  were  allotted  to  the  United  States.  In  16  countries  the 
total  1926  flaxseed  crop  is  put  at  143,483,000  bushels,  an  increase 
of  17.6%  over  their  crop  of  1926.  In  that  year,  the  estimated 
world  crop  stood  at  142,000,000  bushels.  The  receipt  of  figures 
for  German  hog  numbers  as  of  December  1,  1927,  indicates  an 
increase  over  1926  of  17.7%  in  total  hogs,  but  a  decrease  of 
about  19%  in  the  number  of  sows  from  6  months  to  1  year  old. 
Current  slaughter  continues  heavy,  but  the  reduction  of  young 
sows  in  Germany  and  elsewhere  on  the  Continent  foreshadows 
a  reduction  in  the  number  of  marketable  hogs. 

MARKET    CONDITIONS 

The  usual  post-holiday  revival  in  industry  and  business  was 
noted  during  the  month  in  the  leading  foreign  markets  for 
American  agricultural  products.  The  general  situation,  how- 
ever, developed  no  significant  changes.  British  industry, 
particularly  cotton  textiles,  continues  sluggish.  In  Germany, 
the  relatively  high  rate  of  industrial  activity  continues  to  pre- 
vail and  there  are  additional  signs  of  increased  activity  in 
France  and  Italy,  notably  in  cotton.  United  States  cotton 
exports,  however,  show  little  or  no  increase  over  recent  months. 
Wheat  exports,  on  the  other  hand,  hold  up  well  and  continue  in 
excess  of  last  year.  The  European  fruit  and  pork  markets 
have  been  heavily  supplied,  with  prices  generally  low. 

Great  Britain. — British  industry  contains  many  unfavorable 
features,  but  it  appears  that  the  situation  was  better  during 
January  than  during  the  corresponding  month  a  year  ago. 
Exports  of  American  cotton  to  Great  Britain  have  been  running 
only  little  more  than  one-third  of  those  of  a  year  ago,  but 
deliveries  of  American  cotton  to  British  spinners  from  August 
1,  1927,  to  January  27,  1928,  reached  960,000  bales,  compared 
with  892,000  bales  and  1,097,000  bales  in  the  corresponding 
periods  of  1926-27  and  1925-26,  respectively.  The  fresh  fruit 
market  has  been  only  moderately  attractive  to  American 
products,  with  plentiful  supplies  of  Spanish  oranges  available 
at  low  prices,  according  to  Edwin  Smith,  the  department's 
fruit  specialist  in  Europe.  In  the  provision  market  the  situa- 
tion remains  unfavorable  for  American  cured  pork  products, 
but  the  demand  for  lard  has  shown  some  improvement.  The 
January  average  price  of  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  at  Liverpool 
reached  the  new  low  level  of  $18.12  per  100  pounds,  according 
to  cabled  advices  from  Edward  A.  Foley,  American  agricultural 
commissioner  at  London.  Weekly  receipts  of  hogs  and  pork 
from  domestic  and  Irish  sources  continue  large,  as  do  bacon 
imports  from  the  Continent. 

Germany. — The  activity  observed  in  German  industry  in 
recent  months  has  prevailed  to  date.  German  cotton  mill 
activity  remains  at  100%,  and  business  in  recent  weeks  has 
been  satisfactory,  according  to  L.  V.  Steere,  acting  American 
agricultural  commissioner  at  Berlin.  There  are  no  indications 
at  present  of  an  early  improvement  in  the  German  market  for 
American  cured  pork.  Lard,  however,  continues  to  move  into 
Germany  in  quantities  not  much  below  those  of  last  year. 
According  to  information  cabled  by  Mr.  Steere,  hog  receipts  for 
January  were  on  the  high  levels  of  recent  months,  with  the 
average  Berlin  price  down  to  $11.58  per  100  pounds.  The  lard 
market  was  stronger,  however,  with  the  Hamburg  average 
price  at  $14.23.  The  January  apple  market  was  relatively  quiet, 
following  the  disappointing  Christmas  trade,  Mr.-Stsere  reports.

Cold-storage  holdings  of  apples  were  reduced  to  the  equiva- 
lent of  5,296,000  bbls.  The  reduction  during  January  was 
1,549,000  bbls.,  or  about  22J^%  of  the  January  1  holdings. 
This  compares  with  an  out-movement  last  vear  of  2,021,000 
bbls; 

Stocks  of  creamery  butter  were  28,296,000  lbs.  compared 
with  17,952,000  lbs.  February  1  a  year  ago  and  26,890,000  lbs. 
five-year  average.  The  out-movement  during  January  was 
17,993,000  lbs.  compared  with  a  similar  movement  a  year  ago 
of  16,395,000. 

Holdings  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  55,750,000  lbs.,  or 
approximately  6,500,000  less  than  the  same  date  last  year  and 
768,000  lbs.  less  than  the  five-year  average. 

Stocks  of  case  eggs  were  reduced  practically  to  the  vanishing 
point,  with  only  25,000  cases  left  on  hand.  Frozen  eggs  were 
reduced  by  8,569,000  lbs.  compared  with  a  reduction  in  Jan- 
uary, 1927,  of  2,386,000  lbs.

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  total  holdings  of  all  varieties 
of  frozen  poultry.  Stocks  were  117,972,000  lbs.  compared  with 
145,076,000  lbs.  a  year  ago.  The  five-year  average  is  122,- 
580,000. 

Total  holdings  of  frozen  and  cured  beef  were  reduced  by 
something  over  6,000,000  pounds,  while  frozen  and  cured  pork 
stocks  were  increased  by  132,000,000.  Stocks  of  pork  were 
about  66,000,000  pounds  heavier  than  a  year  ago  and  27,500,000 
pounds  less  than  the  five-year  average. 

Total  meat  stocks  were  794,319,000  lbs.  compared  with 
750,563,000  the  same  date  last  year  and  a  five-year  average  of 
866,137,000. 

Stocks  of  lard  increased  by  approximately  29,000,000  lbs.  and 
were  about  14,000,000  greater  than  a  year  ago  and  nearly 
12,500,000  greater  than  the  five-year  average.

Weather  Hampers  Early.  Seed  Trade 

Demand  for  seeds  during  early  February  was  slow  in  leading 
markets.  In  general,  weather  conditions  worked  as  a  handicap 
to  retail  selling,  and  this  lack  of  business  was  reflected  in 
relatively  light  demand  on  terminal  stocks.  As  cold  weather 
moderated  interest  was  resumed  in  certain  kinds,  especially 
alfalfa.  Only  slight  changes  occurred  in  the  demand  for  grasses 
and  no  apparent  interest  was  aroused  for  seeds  of  the  majority 
of  the  late  sown  crops.

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Farm  prices. — The  general  average  of  farm  prices  on  January 
15  remained  unchanged  from  December  at  137  and  was  11 
points  higher  than  on  January  15,  1927.  Slightly  higher  prices 
of  grains  and  apples  were  offset  by  lower  prices  for  hogs  and 
eggs.  All  other  prices  changed  very  little  from  those  prevailing 
in  December.  Compared  with  prices  a  year  ago,  cotton,  cattle, 
corn,  barley,  horses  and  apples  were  considerably  higher  and 
hogs,  hay,  and  potatoes  were  considerably  lower.  No  marked 
changes  during  the  next  month  or  two  in  the  general  average  of 
farm  prices  are  at  present  evident. 

Wholesale  prices  of  farm  products  during  January  also 
remained  at  the  December  level,  and  similar  stability  existed 
in  nonagricultural  prices  as  a  whole.  With  this  temporary 
stability  in  both  agricultural  and  nonagricultural  prices,  the 
relative  exchange  value  of  farm  product  prices  (at  137)  and 
nonagricultural  prices  (at  151)  remained  at  91  and  is  not  likely 
to  change  materially  during  the  next  month  or  two. 

Business  conditions. — Different  tendencies  in  the  major  lines 
of  business  during  January  appear  to  have  maintained  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  consumers  at  the  level  which  prevailed  during 
December.  During  January,  production  and  employment 
increased  in  the  pig  iron,  steel  and  automobile  industries,  but 
activity  in  textile  mills  and  the  building  trades  continued  down- 
ward. Automobile  production  was  nearly  at  last  year's  level. 
Pig  iron  production  increased,  but  was  still  below  last  year's 
level,  and  the  value  of  building  contracts  awarded  was  about  11% 
higher  than  that  of  January  a  year  ago.  Freight  car  loadings 
continue  below  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  this  reduction  is  due  to 
a  lower  volume  of  coal,  coke,  lumber  and  ore.  Mail-order  house 
sales  declined  but  were  6%  above  those  of  a  year  ago,  and  retail 
trade  was  1%  below  last  year's  volume,  the  reductions  being 
mostly  in  the  Eastern  and  the  Minneapolis  Federal  Reserve 
Districts. 

Interest  rates  were  somewhat  higher  in  January  than  in 
December  and  during  the  first  week  of  February  several  Federal 
reserve  banks  increased  their  rediscount  rates.  It  is  not  generally 
expected  that  the  firmer  interest  rates  will  prevent  the  usual 
spring  recovery  in  business  activity,  but  as  indicated  in  the  pre- 
ceding issue  of  the  Price  Situation,  this  recovery  may  not  bring 
business  activity  and  the  purchasing  power  of  industrial  con- 
sumers to  the  level  of  a  year  ago. 

WHEAT    PRICES    CONTINUE    UPWARD    TREND 

Wheat  prices  in  the  past  month  continued  slightly  upward 
excepting  for  durum  which  declined.  The  average  farm  price  of 
wheat  rose  from  114  to  115  cents  per  bushel  between  the  middle 
of  December  and  January  15.  Cash  prices  of  all  classes  and 
grades  at  six  markets  for  the  week  ended  February  3  averaged 
131  compared  with  128  the  week  ended  December  30.  The 
price  of  May  futures  in  Chicago,  on  the  other  hand,  held  about 
the  same  level,  and  declined  at  Liverpool.  The  May  futures 
margin  between  Chicago  and  Liverpool  was  reduced  from  18 
cents  as  of  January  9  to  14  cents  as  of  February  9.  The 
margin  of   Minneapolis  prices  over    Winnipeg  has  increased. 

Estimates  of  world  supplies  of  wheat  have  not  materially 
changed.  It  now  seems  probable  that  Russian  shipments  for 
the  year  will  be  about  40,000,000  bushels  less  than  last  year,  as 
exports  to  date  have  amounted  to  only  about  5,000,000  bushels. 
The  Argentine  crop  is  now  moving  in  large  volume  but  the 
Australian  shipments  are  smaller  than  last  year.  A  larger 
commercial  supply  has  accumulated  in  Canada,  the  movement 
of  which  will  await  the  opening  of  the  Lakes.  Altogether  it 
seems  that  the  surplus  of  exporting  countries  remaining  to  be 
shipped  this  season  is  but  very  little  if  any  larger  than  at  the 
same  time  last  season,  and  deficit  countries  probably  will  take 
in  the  remainder  of  the  season  about  as  much  wheat  as  they 
took  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Estimates  of  area  seeded  received  to  date,  in  territory  which 
last  year  accounted  for  about  50%  of  the  crop,  indicate  an 
increase  of  4  %  outside  of  Russia.  Reports  from  Russia  indicate 
that  fall  seedings  were  probably  less  than  last  year  and  that  a 
considerable  amount  of  winter  killing  is  expected.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  wheat  crop  in  North  Africa  appears  to  be  fairly 
good,  and  in  India  and  most  European  countries  about  average. 
_  At  present  there  is  no  definite  indication  of  a  change  in  the 
direction  of  wheat  prices.  Fluctuations  are  to  be  expected,  of 
course.  The  prospects  as  to  the  date  of  opening  the  Lakes  may 
become  a  factor  of  some  temporary  importance  toward  the  end 
of  March.  The  influence  of  estimates  of  seedings  and  reports 
as  to  the  prospects  for  the  new  crop  will  become  of  increasing 
importance  as  the  weeks  pass. 


Corn. — The  general  level  of  corn  prices  for  the  first  week  in 
February,  as  measured  by  the  prices  of  all  classes  and  grades  at 
the  five  principal  primary  markets,  was  about  the  same  as 
during  the  first  half  of  January.  Corn  prices  at  these  markets 
advanced  from  77  cents  the  first  week  in  January  to  81  cents 
for  the  week  ended  January  20  and  then  declined  to  78  cents 
for  the  week  ended  February  3.  The  price  of  No.  3  yellow 
corn  at  Chicago  advanced  from  85  cents  for  the  first  week  of 
January  to  89  cents  for  the  week  ended  February  3,  and  aver- 
aged 88.6  cents  for  January  as  compared  with  86.4  cents  for 
December  and  74  cents  for  January  a  year  ago.  The  farm 
price  of  corn  as  of  January  15  was  75.2  cents  compared  with 
75.1  cents  in  December  and  58.9  cents  in  January,  1927. 

Although  receipts  at  the  eleven  principal  corn  markets  during 
December  and  January  this  year  have  been  about  50%  greater 
than  a  year  ago,  this  is  not  a  correct  measure  of  country  mar- 
keting, as  there  has  been  considerable  reshipment  between 
primary  markets  due  to  the  abnormal  location  of  the  1927  crop. 
It  is  likely  that  the  amount  of  corn  required  for  feed  for  the 
remainder  of  this  season  will  be  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

European  prices  for  United  States  corn  have  been  high  and 
have  had  a  favorable  influence  on  United  States  prices.  Argen- 
tine supplies  of  corn  from  the  1927  crop  are  practically  ex- 
hausted, and  until  the  new  Argentine  crop  is  available  Europe 
may  turn  to  the  United  States  for  more  corn. 

Estimates  of  the  Argentine  crop  now  being  harvested  will  be 
a  factor  of  some  importance  in  the  market  for  the  next  few 
months.  The  first  official  estimate  of  corn  acreage  in  Argen- 
tina for  1927-28  is  10,608,000  acres  compared  with  10,650,000 
acres  a  year  ago.  Growing  conditions  during  the  season  have 
been  reported  as  favorable  for  the  corn  crop.  According  to 
trade  reports  new  Argentine  corn  for  April  and  May  shipment 
is  being  offered  at  around  20  cents  below  quotations  on  United 
States  corn. 

The  trend  of  corn  prices  in  the  United  States  until  the  new 
Argentine  crop  becomes  available  may  be  affected  materially 
by  European  demand  for  corn.  The  trade  apparently  expects 
a  considerable  amount  of  corn  to  be  exported  from  the  United 
States  to  Europe.  Large  European  purchases  from  the  United 
States  would  undoubtedly  be  a  strengthening  factor  in  the 
market  and  might  cause  a  material  rise  in  prices.  On  the 
other  hand,  since  European  consumers  prefer  Argentine  corn 
and  small  grains  to  the  corn  of  the  United  States,  they  may 
postpone,  in  so  far  as  possible,  further  purchases  of  corn  until 
the  new  corn  can  be  secured  from  the  Argentine  and  therefore 
the  expected  increase  in  demand  for  corn  from  the  United 
States  may  not  fully  materialize. 

Cotton. — The  average  price  of  Middling  spot  cotton  at  10 
important  spot  markets  for  January  was  18.44  cents,  which 
was  the  lowest  for  any  month  so  far  this  seaeon  and  0.55  cents 
lower  than  for  December,  1927.  Prices  received  by  producers 
on  January  15  averaged  18.6  cents,  compared  with  18.7  cents  on 
December  15  and  10.6  cents  on  January  15, 1927.  Cotton  prices 
at  the  10  important  spot  markets  declined  from  19.18  cents  on 
January  4  to  16.59  cents  on  February  2,  but  recovered  during 
the  second  week  in  February  to  17.71  cents  on  February  11. 

The  world's  visible  supply  of  American  cotton  on  February 
10,  according  to  the  Commercial  and  Financial  Chronicle,  was 
about  5,400,000  bales,  compared  with  7,000,000  bales  on  Febru- 
ary 11, 1927.  According  to  the  same  source,  world's  mill  takings 
of  American  cotton  to  February  10,  were  9,200,000  bales,  com- 
pared with  10,200  000  bales  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
season,  or  about  10%  smaller.  The  indicated  supply  of  Ameri- 
can cotton  in  the  United  States  for  the  season  1927-28  is 
aprjroximately  16,500,000  bales,  compared  with  about  21,200,000 
bales  in  1926-27. 

Up  to  February  1  of  this  season  exports  were  4,500,000  bales 
and  domestic  consumption  3,500,000  bales,  the  total  of  which 
deducted  from  the  indicated  supply  left  an  available  supply  in 
the  United  States  on  February  1  of  approximately  8,500,000 
bales,  in  comparison  with  an  available  supply  on  February  1, 
1927,  of  about  11,300,000  bales. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  that  domestic  consump- 
tion of  American  cotton  in  January  was  557,906  bales,  com- 
pared with  519,004  bales  in  December  and  580,318  bales  in 
January,  1927,  and  the  quantity  of  American  cotton  on  hand  in 
domestic  consuming  establishments  on  February  1,  1928,  was 
1,624,191  bales,  compared  with  1,7S6,962  bales  on  the  same  date 
in  1927. 

Developments  in  the  cotton  textile  situation  in  Continental 
Europe  during  December  and  January  appear  to  have  been 
somewhat  favorable  from  the  standpoint  of  raw  cotton  con- 
sumption, according  to  L.  V.  Steere,  Acting  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner at  Berlin.  Mills  in  Central  Europe  report  an  in- 
crease in  new  business  after  a  declining  tendency  of  sales  for 
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two  or  three  months  and  there  are  also  indications  of  improve- 
ments in  France  and  Italy.  Cotton  textile  business  continues 
depressed  in  Japan.  On  December  31  cotton  yarn  stocks  at 
Kobe  and  Osaka  were  58,000  bales  or  13.000  greater  than  on 
November  30,  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce. 
Activity  in  the  American  section  of  the  British  cotton  industry 
continues  at  a  low  level,  but  spiuners'  takings  of  American 
cotton  this  season  to  date  are  somewhat  larger  than  a  year  ago. 
British  news  reports  indicate  efforts  to  lower  wages  and  increase 
working  hours.  Deliveries  of  American  cotton  to  spinners  in 
Great  Britain  from  August  1,  1927,  to  January  27,  1928,  as 
reported  bv  the  Liverpool  Cotton  Association  were  960,000 
bales  compared  with  S92.000  bales  and  1,097,000  bales  in  the 
corresponding  periods  of  1926-27  and  1925-26,  respectively. 

Wool. — The  principal  features  of  the  domestic  wool  market 
during  January  were  the  marked  strength  of  raw  wool  prices, 
a  rise  in  the  prices  of  wool  tops  and  yarn  much  greater  than  for 
some  months  past,  continued  light  stocks,  and  an  indication  of 
some  slackening  in  wool  manufacturing  activity  as  shown  by 
statistics  for  December.  Prices  of  wool  at  Boston  in  January 
advanced  2  to  5  cents,  secured  basis,  and  reached  the  highest 
point  of  the  present  upward  movement  for  most  grades  of  do- 
mestic wool.  Prices  of  wool  tops  and  worsted  yarn  showed 
more  response  to  the  upward  movement  of  the  raw  material 
than  for  some  months,  the  index  of  composite  worsted  yarn 
being  171.6  on  January  27,  as  compared  with  167.6  on  Decem- 
ber 30,  according  to  Fairchild's  report.  The  average  price 
received  by  wool  producers  on  January  15  was  33.2  cents,  com- 
pared with  32  cents  on  December  15  and  30.9  cents  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  1927.  Private  reports  indicate  that  contract  prices  for 
the  new  clip  are  higher  than  the  January  15  price  quoted  above. 

Stocks  of  combing  and  clothing  wool  reported  by  dealers  and 
manufacturers  on  December  31,  1927,  were  180,227,000  pounds 
(grease  equivalent),  compared  with  213,814,000  pounds  on 
December  31,  1926.  Stocks  of  foreign  combing  and  clothing 
wool  in  bond  at  Boston  on  December  31,  1927,  were  only 
3,771,000  pounds  against  29,631,000  on  December  31,  1926. 

The  first  series  of  the  London  Wool  Sales  this  year  closed 
early  in  February  with  prices  generally  5%  to  10%  above  the 
closing  rates  of  the  previous  series.  Prices  of  wool  manufactures 
at  Bradford  are  firm,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  Thompson. 
Improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  demand  for  white  botany  yarn. 
Home  demand  and  exports  of  piece  goods,  particularly  of  the 
better  class  worsteds  and  tweeds,  have  shown  a  steady  im- 
provement. 

HOG    PRICES    STEADY 

Hog  prices  have  been  relatively  steady  since  the  middle  of 
December,  with  weekly  average  cost  at  Chicago  ranging  from 
$8.05,  week  ended  December  17,  to  $8.40,  week  ended  January 
7.  Since  the  first  week  in  January  weekly  average  cost  has 
ranged  from  $8.13  to  $8.29.  Compared  with  a  year  ago  prices 
are  down  about  31%. 

Wholesale  prices  of  fresh  pork  in  eastern  markets  turned  up- 
ward during  the  latter  part  of  January,  after  reaching  a  low 
point  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  and  have  shown  a  tendency 
to  harden  in  Chicago.  Prices  of  cured  products  and  lard  have 
been  generally  steady  at  Chicago,  but  with  the  exception  of 
lard  continue  to  show  a  downward  tendency  in  the  East. 

Hog  receipts  at  all  markets  in  January  were  24%  larger  than 
a  year  ago.  The  increase  was  very  unevenly  distributed,  mar- 
kets east  of  the  Mississippi  River  showing  an  increase  of  about 
34%  while  the  Missouri  River  group  showed  an  increase  of 
only  8%.  Average  weights  are  running  slightly  below  those  of 
a  year  ago  at  markets  east  of  the  Mississippi,  but  are  a  little 
heavier  at  Missouri  River  markets.  Total  exports  of  pork  and 
lard  during  January  were  apparently  about  4%  less  than  in 
January,  1927. 

The  ability  of  hog  prices  to  hold  in  the  face  of  increasing 
receipts  indicates  strong  buying  support  in  the  market  and  that 
slaughterers  apparently  are  anticipating  a  good  future  demand 
for  pork  products  and  higher  prices.  With  the  present  buying 
strength  and  the  expected  seasonal  reduction  in  receipts  during 
the  next  six  weeks  it  appears  likely  that  prices  will  make  their 
normal  seasonal  advance.  In  previous  years  when  the  position 
of  the  hog  cycle  was  similar  to  that  of  the  present,  hog  prices 
advanced  about  15%  above  the  winter  low  to  the  peak  of  the 
spring  rise  which  is  generally  reached  in  late  March  or  early 
April. 

Lamb  prices  were  weak  during  the  first  half  of  January,  but 
made  a  substantial  advance  during  the  second  half,  which 
continued  into  the  first  week  in  February  and  earned  top  lamb 
prices  to  nearly  $16  and  to  the  highest  level  since  early  last 
summer.     Although    receipts    at    seven    leading    markets    in 


January  were  about  the  same  as  in  January,  1927,  prices  this 
year  averaged  somewhat  higher  and  no  such  advance  in  prices 
occurred  last  year  until  about  the  1st  of  March.  The  number 
of  lambs  on  feed  indicates  that  fed  lamb  supplies  for  the  next 
few  months  will  be  considerably  larger  than  last  year.  The 
location  of  these  supplies  point  to  relatively  small  receipts  at 
markets  east  of  Chicago  and  liberal  supplies  at  Missouri  River 
markets.  Eastern  slaughterers  who  ordinarily  get  their  sup- 
plies at  near-by  markets  probably  will  have  to  seek  a  part  of 
these  at  western  markets,  which  will  increase  the  shipping 
demand  at  those  points. 

Butter. — Conditions  discussed  in  the  January  report  as 
favorable  for  heavy  winter  production  of  butter  have  since  been 
reflected  in  a  marked  increase  in  receipts.  From  January  1  to 
February  10  receipts  on  the  four  principal  markets  were  about 
11%  heavier  than  a  year  ago.  Storage  stocks  were  further 
substantially  reduced  in  January,  a  movement  of  18,000,000 
pounds  bringing  the  holdings  on  February  1  to  28,000,000 
pounds  or  just  slightly  above  the  five-year  average  of  27,000,000. 

Ninety-two  score  butter  at  New  York  averaged  49  cents 
during  January,  the  same  as  last  year,  but  between  January  1 
and  February  10  declined  from  '52  cents  to  47  cents.  Last 
winter  the  January  decline  in  the  price  of  92-score  butter  from 
53  cents  to  48  cents  was  influenced  rela  lively  more  by  imported 
supplies  and  was  followed  by  recovery  to  51  cents  in  early  Feb- 
ruary and  maintained  at  about  that  level  until  May.  Prices 
on  88  score  have  remained  comparatively  steady  at  around 
43  cents,  the  margin  between  92  and  88  score  having  narrowed 
from  9  cents  during  December  and  the  first  week  in  January 
to  4  cents  in  late  January  and  early  February.  The  average 
difference  for  the  month  of  Janua^  was  6  cents  this  year  against 
33^  cents  the  preceding  January,  and  an  average  for  the  month 
of  January  of  about  4  cents. 

Imports  during  December  and  early  January  approximated 
1,500,000  pounds.  The  cheapening  of  domestic  butter,  espe- 
cially of  the  higher  grades,  has  tended  to  check  importation,  the 
price  difference  between  92  score  in  New  York  and  the  Copen- 
hagen export  quotations  having  been  little  more  or  less  than  the. 
import  duty  of  12  cents  since  the  first  week  of  January.  The 
narrowing  of  this  margin,  which  had  reached  16  cents  on  De- 
cember 22,  was  brought  about  almost  wholly  by  the  lowering  of 
domestic  prices. 

With  unusually  heavy  current  production  along  with  storage 
holdings  still  up  to  average  and  foreign  offerings  available  at 
competitive  prices,  there  has  been  somewhat  more  than  the 
usual  seasonal  decline  in  prices  during  January.  Apparently 
the  unusually  abundant  supplies  of  home-grown  feed,  particu- 
larly roughage  of  good  quality,  in  butter-production  sections, 
will  continue  to  dominate  the  situation  during  the  winter 
feeding  season.

The  individual  charts  forming  the  border  display  prices  which  arc  con- 
sidered to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market-price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural  products.  The  upper  chart  in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  30  farm  products, 
and  of  the  grain,  meat  animals,  and  cotton  groups  for  comparison.  The  lower  center  chart  shows  the  movement  of  farm  and  wholesale  prices  of  nonagricultural  products  and 
(he  ratio  of  farm  prices  to  wholesale  prices  of  nonagricultural  commodities. 
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
